These bacteria can transform 
atmospheric nitrogen into nitrates 
Many soils also contain free nitro­ 
gen-fixing bacteria which can tran s­ 
form the nitrogen of the air into 
soil nitrogen. 
Nitrogen bn Ocean 
Th* ocean also contain* nitro­ 
gen-loving bacteria 
which, how­ 
ever spilt up nitrates which are 
absorbed by plankton. The fish con­ 
sume plankton and therefore get 
their nitrogen and when man con­ 
sumes fish, he gets nitrogen. When 
the water of the ocean form* vapors. 
which condense into clouds, and 
the clouds float over the land, the 
rain again brings the ocean nitro­ 
gen to the land. 
Thus, entirely beyond any plan­ 
ning, plants and animals ar* in 
nitrogen equilibrium. Of course, the 
scientific fanner who wishes a lux­ 
urious and special crop will have 
to employ somewhat artificial m eth­ 
ods of impregnating the aoli with 
nitrogen, but this is also the age­ 
old dodge of fertilization.

the ground at Fort Knox. tile rest 
of the world about $9,500,000,000, yet

Nations Will Be Bankrupt 


C ertainly some kind of an agree­ 
m ent like the old one. or otherwise, 
will be necessary after the war to 
facilitate foreign trade, because moat 
of the other nations will be bankrupt 
in both goods and money. They can 
be expected to buy so much more 
trom us th an they sell to us that 
some facility for short-term credit 
will have to be offered 'th is having 
nothing to do with lend-lease or the 
debts already owed us).

Metallic IO! 


O ur gold is merely a metallic IOU, 
carried on Treasury books at $35 an 
ounce, but worth very little in a 
free m arket, because no nation can 
buy it from us In goods, but m ust 
continue to owe us more and more 
as long as we sell them more than 
they can pay for in goods. 
It is the first step toward in ter­ 
nationalizing the world, and per­ 
haps the most im porta£t.
